The New Year would be a good time for the Dese 
ronto Town Council to start enforcing a peddler’s law 
which we believe is on the books of the municipality. 
This civic by-law would make it necessary for trancient 
tradesmen to become licensed before they could sell their 
wares in the town. . 

The purpose of making it difficult for outside sales- 
men to sell goods from door-to-door here is to encourage 
home. trade. If such a step will improve our local busi- 
ness, then it should be taken. 

There are several types of outside dealers sending 
representatives into this town, but the one that comes 
to mind at the moment is radio selling. One radio dealer 
from out of town has been sending a man in here to 
sell radios which, as customers will later discover, they 
do not take too much trouble to service for you later on. 

We have several radio dealers in Deseronto, as well 
as a firm that manufactures radios. A radio bought from 
a local dealer will ‘be serviced better and more willingly. 
You will be buying from a dealer whom you know and 
who knows you. In convenience and community patrio- 
tism, home buying is to everyone’s advantage. 


WHAT OF CHILDS? 

The request of the Napanee and District Ministerial 
Association, with which Deseronto clergymen are asso- 
ciated, to have tthe death sentence of Alfred Childs com- 
muted, is one that has been commented upon in a strik- 
ing manner by a reader who has written a letter to the 
Kingston Whig-Standard. This letter, from William 
Wakelin, of Elginburg’ Ont., we reproduce below, without 
any comment, except to say that we know there are niany 
boys roaming the streets and going unheeded to-day 
whio, under certain circumstances, might wel! turn out 
to be killers like Alfred Childs, who slew a Selby farmer, 
while he worked in a hay field, for no apparent reason. 

We might also add that it was probably only by 
good fortune that Alfred Childs did not kill other people 
while he was about it. 

Mr. Wakelin’s letter is as follows: 

Sir: Please allow me space to reply to the 
Napanee Ministerial Association re the Childs’ 
conviction. I note this association recommends 
review of the Childs’ case because of his home 
lack and the failure of society. I think this 
group of people could have found something 
better to do than find fault with the twelve jury- 
men and a judge of the Supreme Court. Childs 
had a fair trial before these men and was found 
guilty. I would have thought the Napanee, min- 
isters would have tried to uphold the law rather 
than ask the justice authorities to suspend it. 

As to the age of this person, he was not too 
young to fire the gun nor to buy cartridges 
which were used to kill a man ---- a man Childs 
surely knew was respected by all who knew him. 

I would like to ask the members of the Na- 
panee Ministerial Association what they would 
say if any of their wives were left in the same 
state as the wife of the man Childs killed. The 
ministers are well acquainted with the Bible and 
if they will look there they will find some inter- 
esting comments on murder. I call their atten- 
tion to the following excerpts from the Scrip- 
tures: Genesis 9:6; Exodus, 20:13; Leviticus, 
24:17; Deuteronomy, 5:17; Matthew, 5:21; 
John, 3:15, and finally they will find the answer 
to their appeal in Proverbs 20.3. 





SUNDAY SPORT 

Toronto ratepayers on Monday went to the polls for 
their annual municipal election. One of the two is- 
sues voted upon, as well as the vote for mayor and mu- 
nicipal rulers, was whether or not legislation should be 
begun to make Sunday sport legal in Toronto. The re- 
sult was a majority in favor of legalizing sport on the 
Sabbath. 

Anyone who has ever spent a Sunday alone in Toron- 
to will probably readily understand why many were anx- 
ious to see the city get the right to have Sunday ball 
games, etc. How such Sunday sports can interfere with 
church attendance we cannot see. In this day and age, 
and we think most clergymen will agree, people are 
either church goérs or they are not. Those who attend 
regularly will not let anything change their habit. Those 
who do not will likewise be hard to change.

“Unaccustomed as we are,” says William Arthur| 
Deacon, Literary Editor of The Globe and Mail, “to in-|§ 
dustrial history, it must come as a surprise that the most 


important historical narrative published in Canada this 
year is the story of Massey-Harris. Still more surpris- 
ng is the fact we have here no mere vaunt of success in 
dollars, nor only information about the mechanical im- 
provement of machines, but social history of an engross- 
ing nature,” 

The, story written by the facile and forceful writer, 
Merrill Denison, author of Klondike Mike and_ other 
books, is the story of Canada’s growth and development, 
the opening up and settlement of the West and the pros 
and cons of the ubiquitous tariff question. 

In terms that are intelligible and interesting to the 
general reader, the author traces the influence of agricul- 
tural mechanization on the world’s economy. 

As a footnote to Canadian history it is a new and 
illuminating picture of Canada’s social and economic de- 











velopment, hitherto a largely neglected field, that will 
prove of absorbing interest to the general reader. The 
book is thighlighte dby sets of illustrations based on 


authentic historica] prints and records. 


WILL THERE BE WAR? 

Will there be war? Who knows? It is clear that 
even the /highest authorities in the Western world cannot 
answer that question. The answer, if there be one, is} 

locked in the confines of the Kremlin. Certainly none of 
the democracies will be guilty of any aggressive act, con- 
sequently there will be war only if Russia and her satel- 
lites pursue, the Communist expansion policy beyond the 
boundaries which we of the West consider to be essen- 
tial for the preservation of-that way of life which we 
have chosen and are prepared to defend. 

How can we prevent war? Only by the honest pur- 
suit of a policy of negotiation without appeasement. We 
can avoid the possibility of appeasement by backing our 
policy by the greatest military strength we can muster. 
The strongest nation or group of nations will not be the 
victims of aggression by any realistic power, since the re- 
sulting war would not pay off in victory. This is a self- 
evident fact apparént to all, even fanatic totalitarianists. 

How strong must we be to achieve the essential pre- 
ponderance of strength on our side? We must provide 
the maximum strength of armed forces backed by indus- 
trial ‘potential. The maximum will be fixed by our own 
determination to provide it and by a judicious balance 
between military and civilian needs.

How long must we support our armed might? Until 
all possibility of open conflict has disappeared. This 
may be measured in years, even decades. The settlement 
of the Berlin dispute may ease the tension but will not 
eliminate it. Other crises will arise, the resolving of 
which will require cool heads and firmness. This ebb 
and flow of tension will continue as long as there is con- 
flict between the two ideologies, one ruthless, unscrup- 

- ulous and unethical, the other tolerant to a dangerous 
degree, and by precept, bound to play the game by its 
own fair minded rules. This extended period of inter- 
national tension requires long term planning for military 
preparedness. Our planning and strength must not be 
permitted to fluctuate with the peaks and hollows in the

100 MUCH CENSORSHIP 


At the recent Conference at Ottawa between agri- 
cultural authorities of the Dominion and the Provinces, 
to plan agricultural production for 1949, the press was 
forbidden to report speeches, and the names of speakers. 
This is a sort of censorship which is not usual in con- 
nection with public meetings in Canada in time of peace. 

The only reason given for this was that some of 
the statements made, if published in Britain, might create 
bad feeling there. Yet, representatives of the British 
Government were present at all the meetings, so that it 
is evident that this was merely an excuse. 

The real reason, of course, is that the Government 
of Canada now has to admit that its famous plan for 
maintaining the prices of Canadian agricultural pro- 
ducts, by bulk contracts with Britain, has failed. This 
was a Conference at which the Government had to an- 


nounce that it could not carry out promises which it had | 
getting out . 


made. It was to prevent this news from 
that the censorship was adopted. 

The Canadian press has shown entire willingness to 
use discretion. It is enough at any meetng for a speak- 
er to ask that his remarks be taken as off the record. 
The press has always respected that request. 

The public affairs of this country, which certainly 
include Government plans for controlling agricultural 
production, are matters of public interest. There is no 
possible reason why they should not be discussed openly | 
in the press. 

It is about time that the Canadian press took a stand 
about this sort of thing. Press representatives should 
have announced openly at the meeting in question that | 
they would not be bound by censorship, and left it up to 
the Government to decide whether the press was to be 
excluded entirely. | 

It is one of the marks of the totalitarian state that! 
press comment is limited; that the press may not report 
unfavourable conditions; that the press is used as : 





agency of the state, to deceive the people. 

This country is drifting away from its ideas of free- 
dom, and it is up to the press to take a firm stand, and to 
warn bureaucrats and politicians that there is going to, 
be no acceptance of Government censorship in Canada. |

This column has covered 
a good many subjects in the 
brief span of its existence, 
but the one on the agenda 
for this week is something 
that’s pretty old, ‘but still 
pretty important.

But it’s one that caused a 
lot of thought here in Deser- 
onto for many years. It’s 
plumbing. 





Reeve A. G. Sauer attended 
his first session of Hastings 
County Council last week in 
3elleville, when S, A. McCarey, 
reeve of Tweed, was chosen 
warden, succeeding George West 
who retired at the end of 1948 
as reeve of Madoc. Reeve Sauer 
was one of 11 new members on 
the council this year, and is 
the body’s “baby” member. He 
Was named one of the council’s 
three Children’s Aid Society re- 
presentatives. 

Reeve John Bell, of Marmora 
and Lake Township, was nam- 
ed chairman of the roads and 
bridges committee, and Reeve 
James Sprackett, of Tudor and 
Cashel Township, was chosen 
head of the finance and public 
property committee, Reeve Wil- 
fred Spencer, of Rawdon Town- 
ship, is the chairman of the

Health Unit take the convenience of mod- 


ern plumbing too much as a 
matter of fact. We expect 
wash rooms and rest rooms 
to be handy nearby. We sel- 
dom think about how we 
would miss plumbing andthe 
fixtures that hold water for 
bathing and shaving, in fact 
for all domestic purposes. 


The council rejected a propos- 
ed health unit for the county, 
because of prohibitive costs and 
the satisfactory services of me- 
dical officers of health in the 
various municipalities. The 
council endorsed a resolution re-} 
questing the Department of 
Health to enact legislation 
whereby a 50 per cent. subsidy 
will be paid to local municipal- 
ities for the purpose of secur- 
ing increased smedical officers 
of health. ‘ 

The question of a county 
health unit arose two years ago 
and P. J. Kirby, who was then 
reeve of Deseronto, was on a 
special committee to investigate 
its possibilities, and Mr. Kirby 
expressed himself as being 
strongly in favor of a county 
health unit. During the dis- 
cussion at council last week, 
Reeve Sauer said that one of 
his predecessors “had waxed 
eloquent and gone ‘Churchillian’ 
on the matter two years ago. I 
am not for or against a health 

| unit here, but if a municipality 
| appoints a conscientious medi- 
cal officer and board of health, 
there’s not much on this health 
unit pamphlet that would es- 
cape them. This plan is mostly 
preventative and if a doctor is 
conscientious, he will be on his 
toes as far as preventative me- 
dicine is concerned.” 

“From Deseronto’s point of 
view, we are well satisfied with 
our medical officer of health 
and the board of health,” Reeve 
Sauer continued, telling the 
council that the M.O.H., Board 
of Health, Red Cross, local 
nurses, and others, had institut- 
ed a blood bank for residents of 
Deseronto, the bank to be plac- 
ed in the Belleville General 
Hospital for use at any time. 
“All these things add up to pre- 
ventative treatment. The 
health unit merits plenty of dis- 
cussion as the situation is dif- 
ferent in each municipality of 
the county,” he said. 

County Home

Toll For January 


More Aged 


Last month was the worst 
January since 1942 for traffic 
deaths, with preliminary reports 
showing at least 50 persons fat- 
ally injured on Ontario roads, 

Sixteen of these tragic casual- 
ties resulted from only eight of 
the month’s accidents, as the 
specter of death on the streets 
and highways snatched a head- 
start for 1949, challenging pro- 
vincial and local accident pre- 
vention programs to redoubled 
effort during the coming year. 

Worst feature in the month’s 
fatal accident reports was an 
alarming increase in the mum- 
ber of elderly people killed.

WHAT ARE WE WAITING FOR? 

Last week’s announcement that Canadian radio 
manufacturers will concentrate their efforts on making 
television receiving sets to enable 1,250,000 Canadians, 
now within range of American television etations, to look 
in on U.S. television shows, is evidence of the complete 
hopelessness of our system of national radio. 

At present the development of TV in Canada is at 
an impasse, The CBC would like to start the new medium 
itself, but cannot persuade the government to grant it the 


| funds, especially in what will probably be an election year 


It hesitates to let independént operators steal a march on 
itself by recommending that they be issued licenses, Isn’t 
it a setback to Canadian talent, which the. CBC was form- 
ed to develop, because all our artists can do now is to grind 
their teeth while they watch the tremendous strides being 
made, in television by American and British telecasters. 

We are now unsympathetic with the Rt. Honorable 
C, D. Howe’s feeling that if he were living in his own town 
of Port Arthur, he’d “kick like a steer at paying taxes to 
bring television to Montreal and Toronto.” Neither, with 
the CBC constituted as it is, can we expect them to let pri- 
vate interests invade the field which is barred to them- 
selves. But is it reasonable to use either or both of these 
pretexts to deny Canadian television to those metropolitan 
areas where it is practicable? Is it in accordance with the 
principles of broadcasting, which have been adopted in 
Canada through the past 20 years, to give this large seg- 
ment of the Canadian public no alternative to looking in 
on U.S. TV shows, except the alternative of not looking in 
at all, when several organizations in Canadian business 
are prepared to speculate the large sums of money which 
the government quite. rightly won’t provide.

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cance attached to the local Blood Bank. The blood clinic 
held here recently had only 14 donors. This is bad. 

It takes little imagination to appreciate how im- 
portant this blood bank would suddenly become to you, or 

you, or you, if some’ member of your family were to be 
| suddenly stricken and in need of blood to escape death. To 
have this blood available, you would gladly pay any price. 
But, with the Deseronto blood bank in operation, it would 
be absolutely free. 

As Mayor R. K. Jackson, from whose fertile brain 
this blood bank idea was hatched, says: “This project will 
get its biggest advertising boost the day that the first Des- 
eronto life is saved ‘because of it.” 

The understanding, co-operation and willingness of 
thepeople of this town is necessary for the building up of 
a blood bank in case, of an emergency. No less responsible 
in this issue than the private citizens are the local indus- 
tries, who can do much in the way of co-operation and ad- 
vertising among their employees to increase the number 
of donors. Not one of our three industries was represented 
at our first clinic. 


True, the committee handling the thing can also 
put forth more efficient effort. During the war years many 
towns instituted a system of canvassing and a card file, 
whereby every person who was willing to donate blood 
when called upon was listed and they were contacted at 
regular intervals and given the date on which they should 
appear to give their blood. This requires much more work 
than a hit-and-miss method but it is also much more ef- 
fective.

EARLY CLOSING 


The matter of closing hours hasbeen a point of ar- 
gument among local store operators for years and no 
agreement has ever been reached with which everyone 
seemed ‘to be in accord. We think the following story, 
which appeared recently in The Printed Word, is good, and 
applicable: : 

Merchants in one Canadian town have learned how 
to- damage it as a shopping centre. It seems that two or 
three years ago, when customers were kind and anxious, 
these merchants decided they weren’t going to stay open 
Saturday nights any longer, nohow. Farmers would just 
have to come to town in the daytime, whether or not they 
had to rush right back to milk and feed the stock and 
thereby miss the pleasant late-evening hours meeting folk 
from the other concessions. 

One merchant refused to go along with the others. 
He kept his store open, though business fell off, because 
people weren’t going to that town just to shop at one store, 
and not a very big store either. 

The same merchant owns two other stores, each in 
a town not far away as time is reckoned in these days of 
payed roads and decent cars. And this merchant, who, like 
all good merchants, has a keen ear for the music of the 
cash register at work, reports that his sales in the two Sat- 
urday-night towns went up nicely week by week and have 
stayed up, while in the town where the merchants went 


| modern, Saturday sales dropped way down. And have stay- 


ed down. The town, where of a Saturday parking space 
used to be as scarce as a buggy, became as quiet as a Sun- 
day in Fergus. Advertising fell off in the local newspaper. 
Bank managers became a little less smiling. And the mer- 
chants among themselves began to wonder who the heck 
had the idea in the first place. 


They’re all running old-fashioned stores again. 
Open on Saturday night to serve country people who want 
to buy on that night. But all is not well, yet, for some of 
the old customers have come to like shopping in one or 
other of the other towns. And a shopping habit, like others, 
is often hard to break. 


. One historian says that the late Timothy Eaton had 
a fetish that customers must come-first in his mind and he 
was always anxious to have the goods they wanted, at the 
price they could pay, and he was willing to serve them at 
any reasonable hour they wished to be served, excepting 
Sunday but including Saturday night. There’s an allegedly 
modern idea, born in the mind of some lazy merchant, 
that the customer will be ready with the cash in hand 
when the merchant get good and ready to unlock the door. 
There are others, of course, who recollect that Mr. Eaton, 
with his idea that a merchant owed a duty to the public, 
was one of the most spectacularly successful merchants in 
this or any other country. - . ?

Charles Brooks, who has liv- 
ed on a farm in the Hay Bay} 
area for the past 80 years, cele- 
brated his 90th birthday on 
Saturday, February 12. He is 
the father of Councillor A. P. 
Brooks, of Deseronto, and his 
George Brooks, 
drove the first stage coach, a 
covered wagon drawn by a four- 
horse tandem team, from Picton 
to Madoc. This was ‘way back 
in the days of the famed Madoc 
gold rush. : 7 

-At the time that his brother 
was making the stage coach 
run, taking one day to go to 
Madoc and the next day to make 
the return trip, Charles Brooks 
was about seven or eight years 
of age. At that time, Picton 
had a blacksmith shop and a few 
stores on one side of its main 
St., and a commons on the other 
where the farmers tied their 
horses. Later Mr. Brooks moved 
with the family from Picton 
to Demorestville and came _ to 
his present home when he was 
10 years old. 

The farm where he now lives 
was a far cry from its present 
state when the Brooks family 
moved there. They cleared the 
land and even made lime for 
their buildings from the lime- 
stone desposits to be found in 
that area. At that time they 
used to draw cordwood to Na- 
panee and sell it to the schools, 
ete.,, at $38 per cord.

ILL-ADVISED PLAN 


According to plans jus 
Dominion Government plans a 
acity of its printing bureau. It is proposed to move the 
Bureau to Hull, expand the staff from the present $22 to 
over 2,000, with a corresponding increase in All other fac- 
ilities necessary. The new and enlarged plant would then 
handle all goverment printing, instead of having this work 
largely ‘farmed out’ among private bidders as at present. 
Last year, printing, binding, lithographing, and similar 
services, done outside the printing Bureau, mostly by the 
larger firms in Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal, totalled 
over $2,500,000. 

It would be difficult to marshal any sound argu- 
ment for this further and costly invasion by the Govern- 
ment into the field of private industry, comments The Fin- 
ancial Post. Experience has proved again and again that 
privately owned and competitive industry is much more 
efficient in commercial undertaking of this kind than is 
the state. 

The Dominion Government has found it good busi- 
ness to have private industry supply its ordinary commer- 
cial needs. The Government does not attempt to supply its 
own desks, destroyers, airplanes, typewriters, newsprint 
and other paper, the fuel it uses to heat its buildings, nor 
hardly anything else. That sound principle should also 
apply to government printing requirements. 

Ottawa has plenty to do in its own special sphere of 
government without using taxpayers’ money to invade 2 
field where experienced private industry can do a better 
and far less costly job.

MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP 


School Trustee James TH. McVicker advanced a 
suggestion at the higsh school commencement exercises 
last Friday evening that is both worthy and timely.

ways and make this town a 
safer place to live in,” the chief 
maintains. 

“Tf,” says the Chief, “our 
citizens want to reduce traffic 
accidents, they’ll have to start 
rebuking those who break the 
traffic laws, no matter how 
minor the offence. A few well 
chosen words from others will 
have more effect on most of 
our drivers than a summons 
will. Let them lose the esteem 
of their fellows and they will 
be more apt to become safe 
drivers. 

“Traffic laws are made to ba 
obeyed,’ the Chief declures, 
“they are also made to protect 
‘you and to keep everyone safe. 
What’s more, we in the police 
force intend to see that they 
are obeyed, especially where 
breaches of the law have been 
shown to be major causes of 
accidents. One look at the pro: 
vincial summary of accident 
statistics shows that of all driv- 
er actions, those that are most 
often involved in accidents are: 


(1) Speed too fast for road or 
traffic conditions. 

(2) Driving on the wrong side 
of road. 

(3) Not having right of way. 

(4) Failure to signal. 


“There are many more viola- 
tions of traffic laws which con- 
tribute to accidents, but these 
four are obvious things which 
every driver can correct. Don’t 
learn traffic laws by accident. 

Staying on the right side of 
the law means doing the safe 
and courteous thing at all times 
regardless of formal right of 
way rules, and regardless of 
whether or not a policeman is 
there ‘to catch you. Accidents 
don’t look around for  police- 
men before they happen.”

Trout Season 
Opens May Ist 


Toronto, Mar. 11 — The wild- 
life branch of the Department 
of Lands and Forests announ- 
ced today that the Ontario 
trout season will open May 1 
and close Sept. 15, the same 
dates as last year. 

The pickerel season starts 
May 16 and ends Oct. 15, while 
both the black bass and muskie 
seasons open July 1 and close 
Oct. 15. 

Limit for trout is 20 fish a}, 
day, or 10 pounds, while the 
limit for bass is six, with a 
minimum length of 10 inches. 
For muskies the limit is two 
fish a day or 14 for the season, 
with none under 30 inches to 
be kept. . Six pickerel of 13 in- 
ches or more also may be kept.

A fire of unknown origin com- 
pletely gutted the home of Dan 
Ungar, Dundas.

The alarm was turned in about

headway. They worked in zero 
weather to fight a losing battle 
against overwhelming odds. 
They were hard pressed to save 
adjoining houses and _ sparks 
landed on the garage and roof 
of the L. E. Tunnicliffe resi- 
dence, next door, several times 
but firemen prevented any dam- 
age there. 

Only the family dog was sav- 
ed from the blaze. Neighbors 
first became aware of the trouble 
when smoke was seen coming 
from beneath the eaves. The 
firemen used their new pumper 
to great advantage.and handled 
it with two inch-and-a-half 
streams. The hoze nozzles and the 
firemen’s clothing was frozen by 
the weather and neighbors sup- 
plied. coffee to the men, which 
was much appreciated. The 
chairman of the fire committee 
of the Deseronto Town Council, 
A. P. Brooks, also provided cof- 
fee and sandwiches for the men. 
There was almost 100 per cent 
turnout of the members of the 
volunteer fire brigade. 

The firemen were called back 
to the scene of 'the blaze about 
1.15 o’clock Sunday morning 
when several spots on the roof 
of the house were found to be 


glowing. Hand pumps were used 


to extinguish them.

stage whereby a date was set for the signing of contracts.

WHY BUY AT HOME? 


The editorial in The Deseronto Post last week 
pointing out what we considered good reasons for citi- 
zens doing their shopping locally and “Buying at Home” 
has been attacked by many of our readers. 

A few citizens have pointed out that, in these days 
of high living costs, a person must shop where he can get 
the best prices. Several say they can go to a neighbouring 
town and have a wide selection of first quality goods and, 
despite the fact that they may have to pay for gasoline or 
bus fare, ,they can still save, not cents, but dollars, on a 
week’s supply of goods. 

Some citizens say that the apparent fear of local mer- 
chants starting a price war seems more important than 
giving their customers a good buy. Several of those who 
criticized last week’s editorial gave instances of how they 
have saved money by shopping out of town and deplored 
the fact that local merchants do not advertise prices in 
their ads in The Deseronto Post, so that the public will 
know what specials they may have to offer. ‘‘They seem 
to worry too much about what the opposition is charg- 
ing to go out on a limb on a price themselves,” said one 
man, continuing: ““Why don’t they offer a little compet- 
ition to each other .They might not get such high prices 
for their goods but they’d have a much faster turnover.” 

Another citizen said: ‘““We want to build up the 
town but the merchants don’t seem to realize that they 
can do much in this regard by making their prices attrac- 
tive so that this town can become, a shopping centre.”

Illegal fishing activities this 
vear along the north shore of 
Lake Ontario and in the Bay of 
Quinte considerably exceeded 


cials of the Quinte district of the 
Department of Lands and Yor- 
ests at Tweed. 

As a result conservation offi- 
cers found it necessary to devote 
nearly all their time to checking 
infractions of the regulations 
with at least 50 seizures being 
-| made in one week in one parti- 
cular area. In many cases expen- 
sive equipment was also seized. 

Exceptionally favorable weath- 
er conditions for the pickerel 
during the spawning season con- 
centrated the fish on the shoals 
in a relatively short time, lead- 
ing to the mistaken impression 
the pickerel were more numer- 
ious. Unfortunately appeals for 
the protection of the pickerel 
during the spawning season hacl 
little effect. 5 

As a result of illegal fishing 
activities, some offenders face 
‘heavy penalties. : 

With the smelt run completed 
the department reports one of 
tthe largest catches ever record- 
ed in the Eastern Lake Ontario 
district. The average size of the 
ports, exceeded any previous 
season.

JACK SEDORE AND FRANK 
McKENDRY FINED FOR 
NOT MOVING OUT 





Two local men, Jack Sedore 
and Frank McKendry, were each 


fined $5 and costs in magis- 
trate’s court in Deseronto last 
week when they were found 
guilty on charges laid by the 
Board of Health. Both were 
charged with refusal to vacate 


premises declared by the medi- 
cal officer of health, Dr. D. C. 
MeVicker, to be “unfit for hu- 
man habitation.” 

Sedore said that he had been 
told he could move in by the 
late owner of the property, (lo- 
cated on the Bay shore,) Samuel 
Putnam, who died a few weeks 
ago.

Don’t get us wrong ...as we give you the sidelight of our 
trip to New York on the weekend, that we are now an auth: 
on life in the big city. Anything else but! Take it from us, if you 
want to cure a good case of egotism, mix with the crowds on 
Times Square, Youll com back feeling smaller than Tom 
Thumb and as important as said Tom Thumb’s valet 
So with our binoculars trained on only a small part of the 
city that is the brain which feeds the rest of the U.S., let's go 
ulong with other small town Canadians for a three-day holiday 
‘ g 
Incidentally, there were 9998 others (including those from urban 
Toronto) who had the saine experience, 
We'll break down our little trip into three parts: the 
huildings, the various sections of the city (only a few of which 


we visited), and some sidelights. By that time, you should be so 
bored with our travelogue you'll have wished we had stayed 
in Tweed. 


When you think of New York . .. fou immediately pic- 
ture a horizon of skyscrapers. You're right there. Toronto's 
Royal York and Bank of Commerce buildings are Pumpkin Cen- 
tre compared to lower Manhattan and Rockfeller Centre. We 
were reminded of the horizon as we neared the Rockies on our 
itrip West two years ago. The Rockies, —God made, but this New 
York horizon —man made! 

Right here we'll give you a tip. If you go down to The 
Bright Lights, you'll get the best view of the soaring buildings 
on a ferry trip around the Island. You probably know that New 
York covers Manhattan Island (that was at one time bought 
from the Indians for one dollar), Brooklyn, The Bronx, Leng 
Island, Staten Island, New Jersey, etc,, all cities in themselves. 
And maybe this is as good a time as any to mention that the 
population of New York is around eight million, only five mil- 
lion less than the whole Dominion of Canada. Brooklyn alone, 
the home of the Dodgers, crowds in three million within its 
boundaries, making it the seventh largest city in the world. 
Now you'll see why we felt so unimportant, and also the rea- 
son why New Yorkers’ are little interested in Canada or Cana- 
dians. We're just plain small fry. 


Now back to the buildings .. . let’s start with the Empire 
State, because it’s the highest. (You'll note that as we go on, the 
“est” syllable will be ever present, the best, greatest, wealth- 
ist, poorest, cleanest, dirtiest, and if it were proper grammar, 
we'd have to say the mostest and the worstest.) 

The Empire State is 102 stories high, The Royal York 
Hotel in Toronto is 18. A Slight difference! And it’s the highest 
skscraper in the world. Heéré’s something you should visit twice, 
by day and by night. Personally, we preferred seeing the city in 
the dark. We must have watched for an hour the long lines of 
lighted avenues, the taxis weaving like ants, the floodlighted 
buildings of Rockefeller Centre and downtown, the lights of the 
other cities over the Hudson and Hast Rivers. By daylight, you 
have a different scene Stretching (in clear weather) as far as 
100 miles. 

If the elevation makes you hungry, or thirsty, a restaur- 
ant on the 86th floor will serve you. Incidentally, it was the 
86th and two floors down that was damaged a few years ago 
by a plane which collided into the building during a fog. We 
were told, too, that it takes a 100-mile gale to jar the towering 
hulk 1 inch. At one time the Empire State was an attraction for 


suicides, 17 leaped over the rail to end it all. High fencing doesn’t - 


give the depressed that opportunity. now. 


Rockefeller Centre . .. is the next stop. This is such a 
gigantic mass of concrete, 14 different buildings to be exact, that 
our description would be too lengthy for one whole edition of 
The News. You might be interested to know that the RCA build- 
ing which houses the NBC radio studios is the tallest, 70 storics. 
There are two separate tours of the Centre, one of the radio 
studios and the other of the Centre itself. In the tour of the 
Centre, we watched ice skaters on a surface not even as large 
as the village skating rink but the surroundings Were a bit 
different. Bordering the ice surface were thousands of Baster 
lilies which are replaced by seasonal flowers during the year. 
Two restaurants adjoining the ice surface cater to connoiseurs 
of French or American dishes, It was here Barbara Ann Scott 
practised while skating at The Roxy. No time to tell you of the 
wood brought from faraway places, the special mud from the 
Nile for walls of building. We will tell you though of the gar- 
dens on the roof-tops of the various Centre buildings; beautiful 
with shrubs, daffodils, iris and later roses. The purpose of the 
roof-top beauty is to give office workers in the higher buildings 
a lift when they look out the window. A bit of green and bloom 
amid tons of concrete! — . 


In our tour of Radio City we learned a lot more of what 
goes on behind our radio dial. There were rooms filled with 
teletypes, clacking away to arrange programs from all over 
the world; we saw the largest radio theatre in the world where 
the Firestone program, the NBC Symphony and other big-time 
programs are broadcast; we learned thé intricacies of sound in 
Studios, the significance of a drawn curtain here and another 
curtain there; the keen sensitivity of the microphone; and may- 
be the not-so-keen, as we heard eggs frying by crinkling cello- 
phane, soldiers marching by thumping a pegged board on a 
gag of pounding on tin to produce thun-_ 
(der (only there’s a knack in handling it). There's still nothing 
that will sound like a telephone but the real McCoy. 

Had our first look-see at television, but we weren’t too 
impressed. In fact, we're buying no television set for a few years 
yet. They tell us that boxing and wrestling create the best sub- 


_ jects for television. We like neither, Television, to us, is just in 


its diapers, reminding us of the old silent movies. Characters 
aren’t clearly pronounced as on our movie screens; you feel like 
need a lot of polishing; so 
they say. And believe us, makeup must be a problem. Given a 
chance to be televised, our partner thought we were God’s gift 
from Harlem. Nope, we’re not sold on this latest invasion of 
science. = 

Radio City Music Hall, home of the Rockettes, is the 
largest theatre in the world seating over six thousand. To our 
bitter disappointment, there was no time to see the Haster pa- 
geant here which they say is the thrill of a lifetime. The foyer 
of the Music Hall is a block long with such subdued lighting you 
can barely see where you are going. The reason? To make it ap- 
pear smaller. \ : 

Across the street, Sonja Henie Was presenting her ice 
follies, “Howdy, Mr. Ice”. No time for this either. 

We can’t remember some of the other “scrapers” but there 
are the Chrysler Buildings (77 stories), Metropolitan Life ‘(52 
Stories), Woolworth building (70 stories) and goodness knows 
how many more, 

And before we finish, we must mention that fleeting 
glimpse of the gigantic excavation work now in progress for 
the United Nations centre. What a lump of gold bullion that 
‘will cost! It seemed to us as we passed the area that it was 
blocks long, And now we read that architects are in a dither as 
to where a chapel is to he located in their plans. There’s enough 
room in that area for ten thousand chapels, And if the Russians 
don’t behave until the construction is completed?

A mile or two away are restaurants where a meal for 
two will bring a check for $50 or more. In The Powery you 
can get a full-course dinner for 40c, and sometimes as low 
as 25c. We need not mention the comparison in the service 
or atmosphere. The favorite beverage of these derelicts is 
“smoke”—rubbing alcohol that is shaken until it is misty. 
Give them two bits and they don’t think of féod; drink is their 
“must”. They pass out on the sidewalks; sleep it off in 
doorways, sometimes one huddled beside the other. At 
night they get a bed in a flop-house for as little as 25¢e, and 
by bed we mean a canvas cot with newspapers for sheets 
and pillow. Where they get the money for food, drink and 
lodging, no one seemed to be able to tell us. It’s not a part 
ef the city “nice” people frequent except from a sight-seeing 
bus, yet we saw small children tripping alonge the pavement 
immune to the staggering, unkempt “soaks”. 

A single street separates distinct districts: — or so “it 
seemed. Just a step from The Bowery was a street lined 
with display windows—all featuring bridal gowns. This was 
“Bridal Row”. These beautiful gowns, primarily, were not 
for sale; they were for rent. Stories are rampant along Bri- 
dal Row, such as the one about the girl who rented the same , 
gown three times and then decided to buy it for future use. 





We saw but a smattering. . . of Greenwich Village—the 
centre of New York’s art colony. The Bohemian life there 
has been the subject of many novels, but we're told nowadays 
illicit love has gone into the past. Artists still live there and 
the night clubs still flourish, but you see more and more 
baby carriages and less nude posing. 





Then there’s the clothing district .-- crowded with gar- 
ment factories and completely controlled by the Jewish ele 
ment. Racks of dresses are pushed along the streets to dis- 
 tributors, and thousands of factory workers pour in and out » 
of the buildings. Here’s where a fashion trend can make or 


break a business.

Farther uptown... is the area where the large depart 
mental stores predominate—Macy’s, the largest in the world, 
Gimbel’s, Saks 34th, Sears Roebuck and the smaller ones. And 
if you want a real bargain, Klein’s (self-serve) is nearby. To 
a woman, a department store is the cheapest entertainment 
in the world—provided she doesn’t see something she wants 
to buy. To a man, shopping is the biggest bore of a lifetime. 
Toa weekly editor, it’s a plain waste of time. In other words, 


our shopping was unmentionable. 





If your tastes are more expensive .. the Fifth Avenue 
shoppes will provide you with an ensemble that will vie with 
anything in Paris. That is, provided the bank roll has qual- 
ity and thickness. From the outside looking in, Saks 5th 
Ave., Bergdorf Goodman’s, Bonwit Teller’s, Lord and Taylor’s, 
and Altman’s made us feel as though we were dressed in 
sackcloth. And still they say, “the best things in life ara 
free”. Here the “best” clothes cost a paltry $500 to a four 


and five figure price tag.

In the first world war the/jand, held in Toronto next Mon- 
term “Salvation Army Lassie”! day before going to Kingston. 
was the favorite description of 
Tommy Atkins for everyone who 
wore a bonnet of blue with the 
searlet facings. These “Lassies” 
endeared themselves to the 
troops by their selfless service, 
often under fire. They added j 
that quality of service to the dis- 
tribution of refreshments that 
transformed, for weary, embatt- 
led men, coffee into nectar and 
doughnuts into manna from 
heaven.” And the fighting men 
didn’t forget! 

In the second world war Sal- 
vation Army operations among 
the troops were carried on to an 
extent -which, by comparison, 
makes world war I’s effort look 
relatively small. But the spirit 
of service was the same, and the 
reaction of the fighting men was 
exactly the same. “Hallelujah 
Lassie” became “Sally Ann”, and 
the term and symol of the Red 
Shield became a pass-word in 
canteen and other auxiliary op- 
erations.

sauce. We know these places only from a_ tourist folder, 
for unfortunately, no millionaire was paying our expense 
account. 
However, 
choice of eating places, 
suroundings, at a fairly moderate cost. 


we did learn that if you were cautious in the 
you could get good food and pleasant 
And if you really 
wanted an inexpensive meal, there was always The Automat 
where a visitor to the city must eat at least once for the nov- 
elty of putting a nickel in a slot, opening a glass drawer and 
taking your food out. It’s fundamentally cafeteria style. If 
you want a cup of coffee, put your nickel in the slot and just 
one cup, not a drop more, will pour out of a tap. Wor a break- 
fast of orange juice, cereal, toast and coffee, the cost was only 
22 cents. We ate exactly the same breakfast at an uptown 
restaurant (with the coffee much inferior) for $1.25. At The 
Automat'there are no fancy frills to the service, but what 
would you expect for 22c. And it’s really fun, for the first 


time. 


We had our first experience... at a big-time night-club 


too. Maybe we expected too much after seeing the lavish set- 
tings of these play-places in the movies, but we were a bit 
disappointed. Billy Rose’s “Diamond Horseshoe” is one of 
the better-class night spots. 

_ Semi-darkness was our introduction as we entered. At 
first, you could hardly find your way through the maze of 
tables, until your eyes became accustomed to the gloom. -A 
crystal chandelier and small electric candles on the tables 
were the only softening relief to the black walls and dull 
silver ceiling. The food was good and the service excellent. 
The floor show that followed ranged from ballet and opera to 
comedy, vaudeville style. Billy Rose, a born showman, 
knows his gals, and apparently he likes them beautiful, but 
wholesome, a little on the tall side. There wasn’t a beauty in 
the whole 144-hour show who did not have a bearing of re- 
finement. Our biggest laugh of the evening came from an 
unexpected source. A Canadian lady (Toronto, too, we be- 
lieve) who was sitting nearby and an obvious novice to such 
an experience, asked the waiter for “a cup of tea”. We will 
never forget the look on that waiter’s face. 

We might refer briefly to the owner, Billy Rose, who has 
been a song-writer, producer of famous musical shows, dir- 
ector of the Aquacade at the New York World’s Fair, writer 
of the syndicated column “Pitching Horseshoes”, husband of 
Fannie Brice and later Eleanor Hotm, son of a peddler, who 
now lives in a $100,000 home. That’s what New York can 
do for you, if you have brains, courage and initiative.

Ten to fifteen weddings a day ..is no record at The 
Little Church Around the Corner — the American Gretna 
Green. Nestled between tall buildings, this quaint red brick 
mecea for sight-seers and about-to-be-marrieds was like a rose 
in a weed-bed. It’s concrete-bordered gardens were a riot of 
spring bloom; even the sprawling trees were a-flower. There 
is no gaudiness or cheapness here, but an air of sanctity and 
spiritual peace. The church proper, with its beautiful altar, 
is used for weddings of Episcopalians (Church of England); 
the chapel to the left of the entrance is for non-adherents. 
We wandered into the church quite by chance, and as you 
might have guessed, there was a wedding about to begin. 
The bride was just about to go on that never-to-be-forgotten 
walk — down the aisle. A visitor from Pennsylvania told us 
she had been in that church at least six times, and there had 
been a wedding in progress on each occasion. A pretty spot 
for an important event.

These were being distributed by Brothers of the Franciscan 
Order .., the friendliness of the cab drivers and the dis- 
courtesy of the bus drivers... the soft-spoken well-trained 
voices of the attractive guides at Rockefeller Centre. . . the 
honesty of a Gimbel’s saleslady when she returned a $10 bill 
we had mistaken fora $1.00... our brief tour of “The Wal- 
dorf”, the luxury hotel where suites cost as high as $1500 a 
day. White lilies, hydrangeas and other white blooms bank- 
ed the rotunda for Easter, while mink and other expensive 
furs were as common as an apron string. This air of wealtn 
didn’t exactly agree with us... and that ds the end of our 
N.Y. story.

Would it not 
have been a good idea to “show off’ what the Reserve 
Army has to offer in a town like ours?

Aside from 
the interest that local citizens might have had in the 
show purely from the entertainment and educational 
angle, there is the important contribution it might have 
made to the army’s recruiting campaigning—which it 
has been harping on for many months.

JOBS THINNING OUT

If we are to judge by reports from all parts of the 


country, jobs, particularly for unskilled help, are disap- 
pearing at a time when more men than ever, are begin- 


_ ning to crowd into unemployment offices. 


Actually, there is no reason why depression con- 
ditions, which some prophets claim are now showing on 
the horizon—should exist, with the present demand for 
most manufactured goods. There has been too much mis- 
understanding throughout the world, as to what employ- 
ment really means and this misconception is rapidly 
bringing about a critical situation. Jobs in many lines are 
beginning to thin out for the reason that people cannot 
pay the price that products of these industries demand. 
These prices are determined by the cost of production in 
practically every. instance, and not by profit greed as 
many reformers try to make people believe. As The 
Estevan (Sask.) Mercury notes, when production costs 
reach the point that a product cannot be sold at a profit 
in competition with others, or at’a price that people can 
pay, jobs are going to disappear. 

Some may say that there will always be jobs to 
produce necessities. That is not the case. During the de- 
pression many people did not have even the necessities 
of life. Job disappeared over night. 

The opportunity to work under reasonable safeguards 
of protection for the worker, both as to income and condi- 
tions, has been held too lightly by labor leaders in the 
fast-passing period during which man-power- has been 
at a premium. This has characterized most labor leaders 
throughout the world. 

The period of full employment is rapidly passing. 
The reaction to high production costs has set in. A job 
that is lost now is going to be earnestly wished for later. 
But then it is going to be too late. 


OTTAWA’S PUBLICISTS “ 

There has been an insistent demand, particularly 
on the part of The Canadian Chamber of Commerce, that 
the civil service should be subjected to an impartial and 
thorough analysis, to eliminate all unnecessary depart- 
ments and personnel of government. A return recently 
made in The House of Commons, discloses that the var- 
ious departments have on their strength, no fewer than 
160 individuals drawing pay of at least $2,500 a year in 
return for their services as public relations or public in- 
formation officers. How many others there are, drawing 
smaller salaries, has not been announced. 

If the government wants a good place in which 
to start the “impartial and thorough analysis” of the civil 
service for which the Chamber of Commerce is calling it 
could profitably investigate the need for retaining this 
corps of public relations and public information officers 
to give publicity to its various services, comments the 
Brockville Recorder. Hven if we admit that these services 
are more extensive and widespread than they used to be, 
the fact remains that pre-war governments got along 
quite well without the assistance of these experts and 
that, in spite, of their non-existence, the press of the 
country did not lack news of what the government was 
doing. As a matter of fact, the digging which was then 
required of parliamentary reporters without benefit of 
handouts possibly resulted in a better flow of news from 
sovernment offices than that which* now reaches the 
public, ; 

During the war government departments got into 
the bad habit of employing people to publicize and popu- 
larize their undertakings. There may have been some ex- 
cuse for using them in certain branches of the govern- 
ment under the emergency conditions which then obtain- 
ed. But at the close of fighting all sorts of purely civilian 
and non-war departments were infected, each thought it 
had to have its own publicity people, and now we seem to 
be burdened with them indefinitely. The situation in that 
respect has not yet become the scandal that it is in 
Washington and London, but we are heading in that dir- 
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ection and it is costing us

Reeve 
Sauer said that he had picked 
up Mayor Jackson later in his 
car and had driven him home. 
The witne; were excluded 
from the court during the giv- 
ing of evidence and when Mayor 
Jackson was called in to give his 
evidence he said that he had 
been let out of the car at Sauer’s 
store. Mr. Robb pointed to this 
as a Significant weakness in the 
testimony of both men _ but 
Magistrate Wills said that he did 
not believe it was a significant 
as the defence suggested, 

Mayor R. K. Jackson testified 
that he had seen Foster walk-| 
ing down the street and that he} 
appeared to be drunk but that, 
he did not watch him and did 
not see him enter the liquor 
store. He said his attention had 
been drawn to Foster by Chief 
Marks, whom he had stopped to 
discuss another miatter. 

Mr. Robb asked: “Have you 
ever speculated as to who would 
get Mr. Gault’s job if he were 
to be relieved of it?” 

Mayor Jackson said: 

Foster Testifies 

Lorne Foster testified that he 
pleaded guilty to being drunk 
and paid a fine so that he would 
not have to spend the night in 
jail. He said that Chief Marks 
had asked him: ‘Will you plead 
guilty to buying after hours?” 
(charges of both selling to an 
intoxicated man and selling af- 
ter hours were laid originally 
against Gault but the latter was 
withdrawn.) 

Foster said that he had main- 
tained that he had not bought 
his wine after hours, and, under 
cross examination, said that 
Chief Marks had told him: “I’m 
not really after you. I’m after 
Gault.” ; 

Don Gault, who has been ven- 
dor here for more than three 
years, testified that Foster had 
not appeared abnormal to him. 
He told, under cross examina- 
tion, that Chief Marks had asked 
him to put five people on the 
restricted list and he had put 
all but one of them on. He said 
he thought it was an insult to 
put the fifth man on. He said 
that Chief Marks had wanted 
him to look up the purchase 
Slips of certain individuals but 
he had not thought that he had 
power to do so and had told the 
Chief to contact the L.C.B.0. 

The witness told of the case 
of the installation of the oil tank 
at the liquor store and _ that 
Chief Marks had been “quite 
indignant’ when he refused to 
pass payment for a 500-gallon 
tank when only a 315-gallon tank 
had been installed. He said} 
that Chief Marks had told him 
that certain cases were “person- 
al now.” 

M. Roach said that he had 
talked to Foster in his store a 
few minutes before six o’clock 
on the night in question and} 
that he had appeared quite nor- 
mal. He stated that he had 
loaned him $2 to buy his wine 
and “I wouldn’t have lent it to 
him if he had been been drunk, |

and he might not pay me,”

An interesting part of .the 
program was the showing of 
sound motion pictures, produc- 
ed by the Westinghouse Elec- 
trie Co., on “The World of To- 
morrow”, which showed the la- 
test inventions and discoveries 
in the field of electricity. One 
particularly interesting scene 
was taken at the New York 
World’s Fair in 1939, showing 
a huge metal cylinder contain- 


ing many present day articles, |. 


such as dishes, clothing, per- 
fumes, books, jewellery and elec- 
trical inventions which was 
sealed and lowered many feet 
into the earth in concrete, so 
that people living 5,000 years 
from now may be able to learn 
something of the civilization of 
this day. Included in this col- 
lection was a copy of the Bible, 
which,’ it was pointed out, con- 
tains the real basis of modern 
laws and constitutions; in fact 
“all that we cherish as noble 
and best in our present Civil- 
ization”. A record of this S| 
be found in most libraries. 
There were other pictures 
which ‘showed the different 
translators of the Bible, dili-| 
gently at work translating from | 
the Greek and Latin Vulgate in- 
to the English language from 
the time of Bede, in 700 A.D.,

The greatest encouragement to
